N OCTOBER 3 I boarded an 

Eastern Air Lines plane to 

Miami, Florida, where I 
was greeted by A. W. Brummett. I 
spent the night with Brother and 
Sister Brummett in their lovely 
home and enjoyed the kindness 
and fellowship of the home. It was 
a pleasure to meet their new son 
who is the joy of the entire fam- 
ily. 

Upon leaving Miami the next 
morning, we boarded a Pan Amer- 
ican Air Lines plane and our first 
stop was in Montego Bay, Jamaica. 
While we rested, Brother Brum- 
met explained to me about our 
work in this city and told me that 
our pastor there was constructing 
one of the most beautiful churches 
on the island. We left from Mont- 
ego Bay for Kingston where we 
were greeted by the overseer of 
Jamaica Brother Luke Summers, 
and the _ educational director, 
Brother Sam Peterson. While we 
were in Kingston we were unable 
to travel around because of the 
constant rainfall. The roads were 
blocked with landslides and wash- 
outs which made traveling very 
hazardous, so we were obliged to 
stay at home with the Summers 
and the Petersons where we dis- 
cussed the work in general. We are 
happy with our workers in the 
island of Jamaica and feel that 
they will accomplish great things 
for God and His church. In a mat- 
ter of a few days we hope to have 
the educational director’s home 
finished.

On Sunday morning we were 
honored to visit a wedding at our 
headquarters church. 

Soon after the ceremony we were 
on our way again, this time toward 
Port-au-Prince, Haiti. Our mission- 
aries there, Brother and Sister 
Beaty, Brother Coleman and his 


en” and Sister Odine Morse, 
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greeted us. Our visit with them 
was very pleasant. We visited our 
outstanding congregation in Port- 
au-Prince, where Brother LaCombe 
is the pastor. Every seat was filled. 
People stood in every door and 
window and literally hundreds of 
people were in the yard. My thanks 
to Brother LaCombe and the peo- 
ple for the outstanding work they 
are doing in their lovely capital 
city. The next day we visited with 
our missionaries and those of other 
denominations and talked about 
the kingdom of God and the God- 
given accomplishments of the peo- 
ple who work in foreign missions. 
Later in the day we were able to 
go over some of the school work 
and to meet some of the students 
who had arrived for school. They 
seemed to be happy. The work in 
Haiti is progressing. We spent a 
short time visiting the city and its 
workshops featuring the native 
handicraft. 

Our plane next took us to Do- 
minican Republic where Brother

tended the leading church, Ciudad 
Trujillo, where we enjoyed another 
packed house and an outstanding 
spiritual service. Everyone was 
greatly encouraged. We found our 
work in Dominican Republic well 
planned. 


In Puerto Rico we were greeted 
by our educational director, Hector 
Hernandez and a friend of his, one 
of our pastors. We had a good 
night’s rest in San Juan.

D. Alton, and our educational di- 
rector to the beautiful site of our 
Bible School, the building of which 
is now in progress. We have made 
our plans to build first our educa- 
tional director’s home and the 
classrooms.

PART II 


The Initial Evidence 


The word initial means: placed at the beginning; 
first. 

The word, evidence means: an outward sign; in- 
dication; also that which furnished proof (Webster). 

Under the previous eaption (For Whom), we have 
proved conclusively by the Scriptures that the Pente- 
ostal baptism is for all believers. 

Now, what was the very first thing to take place 


after the baptism of the Holy Ghost? We let “thus 
saith the Lord’ guide us, then we will know we are 
right. Now when the Holy Ghost came (Acts 2:1-4), we 
find: “And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and began to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance.” Note: “... began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance.” 
So, the very first thing they did after receiving the 
Holy Ghost was to speak with other tongues. There 
is no other argument to offer here. 

In Acts 10:44-48 the Scriptures relate that “While 
Peter yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost fell on 
all them which heard the word. And they of the cir- 
cumcision which believed were astonished, as many 
as came with Peter, because that on the Gentiles also 
was poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost. For 
they heard them speak with tongues, and magnify 
God. Then answered Peter, Can any man forbid wa- 
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ter, that these should not be baptized, which have 
received the Holy Ghost as well as we?” | 

How did the Jews and Peter know that the gentiles 
had received the Pentecostal baptism? Peter said, “For 
we heard them speak with other tongues.” This was 
the initial evidence that he pointed out. He also said 
that they (the gentiles) “received the Holy Ghost as 
well as we.” Therefore, it could not possibly have been 
made plainer. 

In the 19th chapter of Acts, verses 1-6, some twenty 
years after Pentecost, we find a number of believers 
receiving the Pentecostal baptism. “And it came to 
pass, that, while Apollos was at Corinth, Paul having 
passed through the upper coasts came to Ephesus: 
and finding certain disciples, He said unto them, 
Have ye received the Holy Ghost since ye believed? 
And they said unto him, We have not so much as 
heard whether there be any Holy Ghost. And he said 
unto them, Unto what then were ye baptized? And 
they said, Unto John’s baptism. Then said Paul, John 
verily baptized with the baptism of repentance, say- 
ing unto the people, that they should believe on him 
which should come after him, that is, on Christ Jesus. 
When they heard this, they were baptized in the 
name of the Lord Jesus. And when Paul had laid 
his hands upon them, the Holy Ghost came on them; 
and they spake with tongues, and prophesied.” Note: 
“They spake with tongues.” Again we see that the 
very first act committed after receiving the Pente- 
costal baptism was speaking with tongues. Again, 
there is no other argument to offer. 

There, we have pointed out three instances in the 
Bible where individuals were baptized with the Holy 
Ghost; and in each instance, the first thing they 
did after receiving the Holy Ghost was to speak with 
other tongues. In connection with this, let us remem- 
ber what Jesus said in Matthew 18:16, “That in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses every word may be 
established.” 

Now let us consider the 8th chapter of Acts, verses 
12-17, where the Samaritans received the Pentecostal 
baptism. Did they speak with tongues? The Bible does 
not say they did; but at the same time, it does not 
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say that they did not. According to the Scriptures, @- 
there was some kind of outward sign. Note verse i3@ 
“And when Simon saw that through laying on of the 
apostles’ hands the Holy Ghost was given .. .” What 
did he “see’’? He evidently saw and heard what the 
people saw and heard on the day of Pentecost, the 
speaking in other tongues also (Acts 10:46; Acts 19:6). 

For the benefit of our readers, I am going to give 
the interpretation of the 8th chapter of Acts as given 
by Dr. Adam Clark, the great Methodist commen- 
tator; Dr. Matthew Henry, the great Presbyterian 
commentator; and the late Dr. Plumptre, Dean of 
Wells, an outstanding college in England. 

First, Dr. Clark says, “But for what purpose was 
the Holy Ghost thus given? Certainly not for the sanc- 
tification of the souls of the people; this they had in 
believing on Jesus Christ. It was a miraculous gift of 
the Spirit which was thus communicated, the speaking 
with different tongues.” 

Second, Dr. Henry comments, “We may take en- 
couragement from this example in praying to God 
to give the renewing graces of the Holy Ghost to 
those whose spiritual welfare we are concerned for, 
for our children, our friends, our ministers. We 
should pray and pray earnestly that they may re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost, for this includes all blessings. 
They laid their hands on them, for upon the use 
of this sign they received the Holy Ghost and spake 
with tongues.” 

Third, Dr. Plumptre tells us, “Something visible and 
conspicuous, a change was wrought and men spake 
with tongues and prophesied.” 

I feel by now the readers should be convinced, as 
were Drs. Clark, Henry, and Plumptre, that these dis- 
ciples, or believers, of Acts 8, did speak with tongues 
when they received the Pentecostal baptism. 

Now in Acts 9:17, when Paul received the Pente- 
costal baptism, the Scriptures tell us, “And Ananias 
went his way, and entered into the house; and putting 
his hands on him said, Brother Saul, the Lord, even 
Jesus, that appeared unto thee in the way as thou 
camest, hath sent me, that thou mightest receive 
thy sight, and be filled with the Holy Ghost.” The 
Bible does not say he spoke with tongues then and 
there. Neither did it say he did not speak with 
tongues; but one thing we are sure of and that is 
that he did speak with tongues. In 1 Corinthians 
14:18 Paul says, “I thank my God, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all.” 

You will remember that when Paul laid hands on the 
believers at Ephesus, in the 19th chapter of Acts, 
and prayed for the people, they received the Holy 
Ghost and spoke with tongues. He did not rebuke them 
for this, but rather, he says in the 14th chapter of 
1 Corinthians, the 5th verse, “I would that ye all 
spake with tongues.” He also said in the same chapter, 
the 39th verse, “Wherefore, brethren, covet to proph- 
esy, and forbid not to speak with tongues.” 

So in conclusion let us state the fact that the apostle 
Paul himself advocated speaking in tongues, and he 
had the happy experience himself, for which he gave 
thanks always unto God. (See 1 Corinthians om

Seconds, minutes, hours, 
months, and years spell time. We have smart men 
who have built clocks to tell time.

So if time moves in equal pace, 
we who live and spend our time here are no more 
than a shadow that crosses the stage of corruption 
to be flashed in the screen of eternity to give God 
an account of how we use the time He has allotted 
to us.

(Ecclesiastes 3:2). 

Time is God’s big measuring stick that He has 
stretched across your life which is filled with love, 
hate, health and wealth, laughing, weeping, building 
and wrecking, profit and loss.’ Your life is in your 
hands. You are the steward of your own soul. Your 
decisions destine your future and your talents speak 
for time and service rendered. 

The time has come when Christianity is being stag- 
gered with unbelief and hypocrisy. Watch for false 
prophets and people covered with hypocrisy. Trust and 
hospitality are wasted on either one. If ever we should 
embrace the doctrine of Christ and Bible holiness, it

is now. Christ said to beware of the leaven of the 
Pharisees, which is hypocrisy. For there is nothing 
covered that shall not be revealed; neither is there 
anything hidden that shall not be made known. 

Paul told us what would come to pass in the latter 
time. “Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the 
latter times some shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils; 
Speaking lies in hypocrisy; having their conscience 
seared with a hot iron” (1 Timothy 4:1, 2). Without 
a doubt, we are living in that day. Time and in- 
vention have put the people on wheels and in the 
air. It has brought the world to our living rooms. 
People have lost respect for themselves and for the 
world to come. If ever we should be sober-minded, 
it is now, because we are living in a mad and upset 
age; a pleasure-seeking people are eating and drink- 
ing their time away. Arthur Motley declared that beer 
is served in two out of three homes in America. People 
care little about God or the church. Time and labor 
have almost remodeled the world. In this streamline 
age, men have forgotten quality and have gone all 
out for quantity. While propaganda machines are be- 
ing set up by the workers of iniquity, we need young 
men and women who will advance principles against 
evil policies and remodel the minds of the people so 
that the nation will return to God. 

Ingratitude is the initial evidence of iniquity already 
working in the individual or groups. By evil com- 
munications, love ceases among many; they become 
sour, pettish, and peevish. 

Some people would have you believe that all good 
people are dead, that the youth is corrupt, that the 
church is backslidden, and what isn’t dead is dying 
from the lack of soul food. Then many wax cold, and 
when such conditions exist, they hunt teachers who 
will soothe their itching ears. “For the time will come 
when they will not endure sound doctrine; but after 
their own lusts shall they heap to themselves teachers, 
having itching ears; And they shall turn away their 
ears from the truth, and shall be turned unto fables” 
(2 Timothy 4:3, 4). 

“Ye adulterers and adulteresses, know ye not that 
the friendship of the world is enmity with God? 
whosoever therefore will be a friend of the world is 
the enemy of God” (James 4:4). We should not have 
fellowship with the unfruitful workers of darkness, 
but rather we should reprove them. The old saying is 
that time and tide waits for no man. How true that 
is! Time as a moving instant leaves you as a standing 
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object in an empty space. You should use your time 
so that it will not be lost. You can be a living Chris- 
tian example. The space that you occupy can be filled 
with faith and good works as a city that is set upon 
a hill whose light cannot be hid. You can utilize every 
bit of time for the Master. 


“Sow to yourselves in righteousness, reap in mercy; 
break up your fallow ground: for it is time to seek 
the Lord, till he come and rain righteousness upon 
you” (Hosea 10:12). It is time to seek the Lord. A 
shower of righteousness will hide a multitude of sins. 
Time is God’s big advertisement. It hangs before your 
eyes. Which do you prefer—spiritual success or an 
alien sinner’s poverty? 


Love NOT THE WORLD, neither the 
things that are in the world. If any man love the 
world, the love of the Father is not in him. For all 
that is in the world, the lust of the flesh, and the 
lust of the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of the 
Father, but is of the world. And the world passeth 
away, and the lust thereof: but he that doeth the will 
of God abideth for ever” (1 John 2:15-17). 

In the minds of unlearned children, time is nothing. 
But when we consider our lives as a vapor that ap- 
pears in the morning and disappears when the sun 
rises, we should take instructions from the Apostle 
Paul. “See then that ye walk circumspectly, not as 
fools, but as wise, Redeeming the time, because the 
days are evil” (Ephesians 5:15, 16). Be wise and re- 
deem time or be foolish and kill time. 


“Say not ue, There are yet four months, and then 
cometh harvest? behold, I say unto you, Lift up your 
eyes, and look on the fields; for they are white al- 
ready to harvest. And he that reapeth receiveth wages, 
and gathereth fruit unto life eternal: that both he that 
soweth and he that reapeth may rejoice together” 
(John 4:35, 36). Your time and labor can gather 
fruit for time and eternity. God, in the beginning of 
man’s time, gave him eternal life and an earthly 
paradise. If the devil could hinder man, take him 
out of paradise, make him a servant, shorten his 
time here, and hang death and gloom over him in- 
stead of eternal life, he will rob you of your time 
and labor and you, too, will come empty-handed 
before almighty God. I like to think of time in the 
past, but not to the extent of wishing us back to 
horse-and-buggy days. When thinking of time in the 
past, I like to think of men like Enoch. His short 
biography opens by saying that he walked with God 
and closes by saying he was not, for God took him. 
He used his time for God, and he lived a victorious 
life. I also like to think of time in the future. Some 
people live in the past and some live in the future, 
but not too many accept the challenge of the present. 
I repeat John 4:35, “Say not ye, There are yet four 
months, and then cometh harvest? behold, I say unto 
you, Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields; for 
they are white already to harvest.” 


In the light of this Scripture and Christian statistics, 
there are one hundred thousand million people who 
are unable to read or write, eight hundred million or 
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more Communists, and only two hundred million 
Protestants. I don’t think that we should sit idly by, 
letting time pass and permitting the adversary to take 
over. No one has lived in such since the days of Noah. 
We are living in a time of civil strife threatened with 
wars and rumors of wars. Surely we are living near 
the advent of Christ. 

“But as the days of Noe were, so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be. For as in the days that 
were before the flood they were eating and drinking, 
marrying and giving in marriage, until the day that 
Noe entered into the ark” (Matthew 24:37, 38). This 
verse tells us plainly what will proceed His coming. 
We live in an ill-mannered generation. Mannerisms 
are taking the place of plain truth. “Be not deceived: 
evil communications corrupt good manners” (1 Co- 
rinthians 15:33). 

“It is time for thee, Lord, to work: for they have 
made void thy law” (Psalm 119:126). David’s state- 
ment, “It is time for the Lord to work,” has a com- 
pelling force and demands action. It seems to me we 
are at ease in Zion, not knowing that it is time for 
the Lord to work. We seem to be indifferently living 
in a church world sick unto death in body, mind, 
and spirit. We are rapidly approaching the end of the 
age when there are plenty of things happening every 
day which point to the soon return of our Lord. It 
is time for God to work and it is time for Him to 
pour out His spirit on all flesh. It is time for our 
sons and daughters to prophesy, time for the old 
men to dream dreams, and time for the young men 
to see visions. 

“For the time is come that judgment must begin 
at the house of God: and if it first begin at us, what 
shall the end be of them that obey not the gospel of 
God? And if the righteous scarcely be saved, where 
shall the ungodly and the sinner appear?” (1 Peter 
4:17, 18). This Scripture reminds us where judgment 
is to begin. 

“And I will come near to you to judgment; and I 
will be a swift witness against the sorcerers, and 
against the adulterers, and against false swearers, and 
against those that oppress the hireling in his wages, 
the widow, and the fatherless, and that turn aside 
the stranger from his right, and fear not me, saith 
the Lord of hosts” (Malachi 3:5). 

These statements add up to the fact that we are 
nearing the white-throne judgment which will bring 
the end of time to this living generation, and will 
bring to life the wicked dead to be judged. Therefore, 
we should seek the Lord while He may be found and 
call upon Him while He is near. By so doing we will 
lose sight of the present, take hold of the God of time, 
and prepare ourselves for the time to come when 
every man will receive the reward of his labor. Or- 
dinarily, time measures death against life, sorrow 
against joy, sickness against health, age against youth, 
but today is the day of salvation. If we accept Christ 
and abide in Him, time in the future is ours to enjoy.

Lord saved me from dope and 
alcoholism, you could not believe a 
person’s appearance and character 
could be changed so completely. I 
was a habitual dope addict. For 
days I would be under the influ- 
ence of dope. I’d walk the streets 
at night for hours, not knowing 
who I was or where I was going. I’d 
stop at every saloon on the block 


Yg F YOU COULD have seen me 
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then go on to the next block, stop 
and have another drink until I’d 
be so drunk from alcohol, along 
with the dope, that I couldn’t walk. 
When the withdraw symptoms 
would start on me, I nearly went 
out of my mind. I had spent all the 
money I had for drink and had to 
steal money from people to get an- 
other shot of dope. Once I landed 
in Connecticut; how I got there I 
didn’t know. This time I had no

so-called friends I could go to for 
help, so I had to hitchhike back to 
New York to find myself without 
an apartment. The. landlady had 
sold all my possessions of value for 
the rent due her. I hac no job and 
no place to go, so out again I 
went to the saloons waiting for 
people to buy me a drink and for 
an opportunity to steal money from 
drunks to buy a “fix” of dope. 

One day I woke up to find myself 
in a hospital where I was under- 
— treatment. I felt when I left 
the hospital that it was all over. I 
left New York and went to Penn- 
sylvania for a while, got a job, and 
went in training as a nurse. After 
my graduation I came to Washing- 
ton, D. C., and got a good job mak- 
ing a decent pede, Mas co I started 
to get the urge take dope. It 
started all over again—a “fix” 
every day at the rate of $25 a shot. 
I started drinking again and found 
myself in such a state I couldn’t 
sleep, eat, or even be contented. I 
got involved with a bad gang who 
were dope addicts, and drunkards. 
Every night of the week I was so 
drunk I didn’t know who I was. 
Then one morning I woke up with 
such a pain around my heart that 
it was all I could do to light a 
cigarette. Getting out of bed, I fell 
to the floor. After a while I fi- 
nally got up and called a doctor. 
When she came and told me I had 
a heart attack, I couldn’t believe 
that this could ha pen to me. I was 
forbidden by my doctor to take an- 
other drink or smoke again, but 
after a few days I felt good again. 
A few weeks later I had another 
heart attack and was hospitalized. 
After coming out of the hospital, I 
went to work and really made up 
my mind to change my life. For 
two weeks I didn’t take a drink or 
“fix” of Heroin. I then started get- 
ting headaches that lasted for days. 
When I went to the doctor for my 
weekly check up, I told her about 
these severe headaches. I told her 
of how I staggered slightly when I 
walked and of the dizziness it 
caused. 

Upon my doctor’s recommenda- 
tion, I went to a brain specialist. 
He took a series of X-rays and 
found that I had a brain tumor. 
He put me in the hospital for 
more tests. While I was in the hos- 
pital, these headaches seemed al- 
most unbearable. They took me to 
the X-ray room and used an 
isotope machine to find the loca- 
tion of the brain tumor. After..a 
series of tests they found that I 
could not undergo surgery because 
of the condition of my heart. The 
said if I would consent to a hea 
operation they could take out the 
leakage valve and insert a plastic 
one, but I was so afraid of such 
an pee that I wouldn’t con- 
sent. 

After my release, my doctor 
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called me to come in to his office. 
He informed me that it was just a 
matter of time. They had done all 
they could possibly do for me. I had 
only 18 months to 2 years to live. 
While in the hospital, I had asked 
God to bring me out of this state. 


I had pro Him that I would 
live for Him, but when I returned 
home, I a all the promises I 
made to . I started taking dope 
once again. I thought if I only had 
18 months to 2 years to live I might 
as well live it up. Then one night 
when I came home in a drunken 
mess, God s d to deal with my 
life. This verse of Scripture came 
to my thoughts, “As I live saith 
the Lord God, I have no pleasure 
in the death of the wicked; but 
that the wicked turn from his way 
and live” (Ezekiel 33:11). 


That night when I went to bed, 
I dreamed of hell. I thought that 
I died and when they lowered my 
casket I could see it going down, 
down, down, until it hit a big black 
pit. When the casket stopped I 
walked out to find myself in front 
of Satan. I saw friends and loved 
ones there crying for mercy, 
i God to save them, but 
it was late. The heat was so 
intense that when I awoke I was 
soaked with perspiration. I was so 
scared I just shook all over and 
all I could do was stare into space 
for a while. 


That week, on November 6, 1956, 
the Church of God was having a 
Prayer Conference in Williamsburg, 
Maryland. The pastor, Rev. Douglas 
Poole, of the Rockville, Maryland, 
Church of God invited as many 
people as ble to go to this 
prayer conference. One of the sis- 
ters from the church called me by 
phone. I was drinking at the time, 
but she asked me to go with her 
to Williamsburg, Maryland, to this 
conference. I told her if I woke up 
in the morning without a hang- 
over I would go along with her. 
After hanging up the phone I had 
a great urge to go downtown to 
get a shot of dope. But suddenly, 
God spoke and told me to go 
to the prayer conference. So I got 
ready, called Sister Eva back and 
told her I would go with her. That 
night I was so convicted of my 
past I got up and left the church. 
After I was outside a few min- 
utes, the Lord spoke to me and 
said, “This is your last time to re- 
pent of sin, for my Spirit will not 
always strive with you. ‘Come; for 
all gs are now ready’” (Luke 
14:17). So I went back in the 
church, knelt down, and started to 
pray. I prayed for hours, but I felt 
as if I were praying to a stone 
wall. I got up off my knees and 
went to the altar where there were 
33 preachers of the Church of God 
pas. I knelt down and started 

pray again. Then God opened 
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the doors for me. I prayed for 414 
hours that night—till 3:30 am— 
fighting the devil. Then Jesus came 
into my heart, saved me from hell 
on earth, and gave me a new heart 
and a determination to go all the 
way with Him. 

The next day at 9:00 a.m., there 
was a healing service. After a few 
hours of sleep at Rev. Evans’ home, 
Sister Eva and I went back to 
church for this wonderful healing 
service. The state overseer, Rev. 
Ray Hughes, along with the preach- 
ers, anointed and prayed for me. 
The power of God went through 


me like a bolt of lightning, and I 
knew that by His stripes I was 
healed. After a few weeks, I went 
to oe for a check-up and 
the k another X-ray to find the 
br: tumor. It was gone com- 
pletely and the electrocardiogram 
showed that my heart was perfect. 

Praise the Lord for His mercy to 
reach down and heal me and for 
His love to save my wicked soul. 
My only determination is to serve 
Him with all my heart and preach 
His wonderful Word of salvation to 
all men. 

Thank God for His mercy!

Evangelicals Protest Red China 
Recognition 


WHEATON, Ill—The National Association of Evan- 
gelicals has officially protested the vote taken by the 
World Order Study Conference (sponsored by the 
National Council of Churches in the U.S.A.) in favor 
of United States recognition of Communist China 
and its admission to the United Nations. Under date 
line, “Cleveland, Ohio, November 21,” a special release 
to the New York Times said that the vote was taken 
at the end of the four-day World Order Study Con- 
ference by “leaders of American Protestantism” who 
“voted unanimously” in favor of American recogni- 
tion of Red China. 

In an emergency session of the NAE Executive Com- 
mittee here, reports Dr. George L. Ford, executive 
director, an official statement was issued by Dr. Her- 
bert S. Mtkeel, president of the Association. The state- 
ment said in part: “The National Association of Evan- 
gelicals in Executive Committee notes with grave con- 
cern a statement of the World Order Study Con- 
ference of the National Council of Christian Churches 
in the United States of America, advocating recog- 
nition of Red China by the United States of America. 
We are convinced that such a statement does not 
represent the true sentiment of masses of members 
of American churches, either in the National Council 
of Churches of Christ or in the larger segments of 
Protestantism not affiliated with the National Coun- 
cil. Nor does it speak at all for members of the 
churches affiliated with the National Association of 
Evangelicals. Further we are baffled to observe left- 
wing cliches, and the typical Communistic ‘soft 7 
proach’ urging pressure on our government, falsely in 
the name of Christian fellowship.” Continuing, the 
statement pointed out the dangers of such a move as 
proposed by the Study Conference and concluded with 
the challenge: “As Christians, we dare not compro- 
— As Americans, Red China must not be recog- 
nized!” 

The NAE Committee in executive session recalled 
that the Association had passed a resolution on this 
vital problem at its annual convention, April 1-4, 1957, 
in Buffalo, New York. The resolution pointed out that 
“the Government of Red China is controlled by an 
anti-Christian ideology, has promulgated a false 
church, loyal to the Communist ideology and in op- 
position to the true church of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
has betrayed humanity by the murder of more than 
twenty million of their own people and liquidated oth- 
er millions in slave labor camps,” and closed with the 
resolution that “the NAE express its unalterable op- 
position to our Government’s recognition in any way 
for such a regime, as it would be unquestionably 
immoral and unchristian so to do.” 

Dr. Ford, in reporting the sentiment of the executive 
committee, said that-the members were unanimously 
in favor of reiterating the position taken in the Buffalo 


‘resolution and that they wished to go on record as 
o“"“ opposing the action of the World Order Study 


Conference at its Cleveland meeting. NAE’s executive 
director further stated that “NAE leaders are con- 
vinced that millions of American Protestants will re- 
pudiate the position taken by the WOSC.” He urged 
that ministers, church leaders and all loyal American 
Christians voice their own protests by writing to the 
U.S. State Department to make their position on this 
important question unmistakably clear. 





Statement of the National Association 
of Evangelicals 


The National Association of Evangelicals in Execu- 
tive Committee, November 22, 1958, notes with grave 
concern a statement of the World Order Study Con- 
ference of the National Council of Christian Churches 
in the United States of America, advocating recogni- 
tion of Red China by the United States of America. 

We are convinced such a statement does not rep- 
resent the true sentiment of masses of members of 
American churches, either in the National Council of 
Churches of Christ or in the larger segments of 
Protestantism not affiliated with the National Coun- 
cil. Nor does it speak at all for members of the 
churches affiliated with the National Association of 
Evangelicals.

Red China’s Tyranny 


1. Red China’s leaders have scorned every known 
moral principle in treatment of her own people and 
of other nations. To “avoid the general posture of 
hostility .. . and cease the practice of moral lectures 
to Chinese Communists by our leaders” is to com- 
mend Chinese Reds who have out-distanced their 
Russian masters where possible. Nothing has been too 
base, vile, or cruel to perpetrate if it gain their ends. 
Such is Communist custom everywhere, as America 
and other nations have learned at unspeakable cost. 


Red China in the United Nations 


2. Within the frame of the United Nations Russia 
has been a consistent obstructor from the beginning. 
Recognition will be used by Communist propaganda 
to imply approval as in the case of other Communist 
countries. To admit Red China to the United Nations 
will mean that she will succeed to the seat of Na- 
tionalist China in the Security Council, replacing a 
faithful ally by a deadly enemy. And the end result 
will be further terror to innocent lives everywhere. 


America’s Promises 


3. To discard morality in politics for expediency will 
hopelessly compromise our status in the eyes of 
the oppressed peoples of the world. America’s word 
will be scorned not only in the East but in the West. 
Cynicism and revulsion will be the reaction in the 
Orient; distrust will increase among western nations. 
To treat our word lightly is moral expediency, the 
very practice of the Communists themselves, against 
which we have protested endlessly. To waiver in our 
stand now is to bring hopeless despair to millions 
over the world. 


Christians in Red China 


4. The National Council of Churches of Christ’s 
statement says Americans “hesitate to admit any im- 
perfections in our society.” This is sheer nonsense to 
any reader of our press. It is we, not they, who pro- 
claim our faults to the world. Nor should we allow 
specious propaganda to divide us from our allies, such 
as Nationalist China. It is folly to talk of “restorations 
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of relationships” between our churches of the East 
og West so long as Iron and Bamboo Curtains 
exist. 

To aid Red China in the least is indisputable evi- 
dence that America is morally and spiritually bank- 
Me ae The increasing tendency to recognize Red China 
brings deep despair to countless oppressed peoples 


and enlarges the suffering of Christians in Red China. 
As Christians, we dare not compromise! As Ameri- 

cans, Red China must not be recognized!

Whereas it has driven out of their country all mis- 
sionaries of the Church of Jesus Christ and confis- 
cated all of their holdings, and 

Whereas it is not a government of the people, by 
the people, or for the people but one of tyranny im- 
posed by force and acts of terror, 

Be it resolved, that NAE express its unalterable op- 
position to our Government’s recognition in any way 
for such a regime, as it would be unquestionably im- 
moral and unchristian so to do. 





Evangelical Leaders Attend Anti- 
Communist Meetings 


WHEATON, Ill—The Communists do not need to 
win a shooting war—they are winning the political 
war. 

The words were spoken by John Noble, an Ameri- 
can who was a Russian slave for nine years, but they 
were echoed by a score of experts on communism who 
addressed the ninth annual All-American Conference 
to Combat Communism, November 14, 15 at Indian- 
apolis, Indiana. 

In a summary statement of the conference, Her- 
bert Philbrick, former FBI undercover agent and 
author of the best-selling I Led Three Lives, said, 
“We are apparently losing the battle right now against 
Communist criminal conspiracy. It is only a matter of 
time until this country becomes Communist unless we 
begin to throw some switches. This is a time for us 
to start fighting.” 

The National Association of Evangelicals was rep- 
resented at the conference by Dr. George L. Ford, 
executive director; Rev. Wilmer Brown, director of the 
Northwest region, and Rev. W. S. Mooneyham, execu- 
tive secretary of the National Association of Free Will 
Baptists, an NAE constituent body. 

Headlining the list of speakers was Madame Chiang 
Kai-Shek, wife of the president of Free China, who 
told the conference that the very nature of commun- 
ism fosters the seeds of its destruction, but the free 
world must be alert to exploit the weaknesses. 

She told a cheering crowd at a banquet given in 
her honor that “soon, very soon, the cries in China 
will reach their crescendo—then we of Free China will 
go to their succor.” 

Other speakers included Preston J. Moore, national 
commander of the American Legion; Denes Nagy, 
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former “freedom fighter” and president of the As- 
sociation of Hungarian Students in North America; 
Bishop Quentin K. Y. Huang, Chinese clergyman now 
of Pittsburgh, Pa.; J. Anthony Marcus, president of 
the Institute of Foreign Trade, and Dr. Fred Schwarz, 
executive director of the Christian Anti-Communist 


Crusade. 
Bishop Huang told the delegates from more than 
50 na million 


onal yey» representing 60 
Americans that he sees the same pattern developing 
in some of the churches in America that led to the 
church in China going under communist control. In 
answer to a Ph org he said that one reason why 
the Communists find sympathizers among some 
clergymen is that these ministers “become impatient 
in their efforts to establish the kingdom of God on 
earth and think they see an ally in the philosophy 
of communism.” 

While admitting to theological liberalism himself, 
the bishop said, “I have learned my lesson about com- 
munism. To protect our democracy and country 
against destruction by communism we must have a 
personal and social application of our holy faith.” 

The National Association of Evangelicals and the 
International Society of Christian Endeavor are the 
only two national Protestant organizations that are 
members of the conference.
